TO END BUS WAR 


Hiner Sells His Indiana 
Interests to Hoosier 
Stage Lines 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 26.— 
What is regarded as a move to 
end the bus war in Indiana and 
promote harmony between inter- 
ests is seen here with the announce- 
ment yesterday that control pf the 
Red Ball Bus Terminal Company 
of Indianapolis and the W. B. 
Hiner’s Red Ball Bus Lines, operat- 
ing ten motor bus lines throughout 
the state, had been sold to a syndi- 
cate operating the Hoosier Stage 
Lines, of which Fred Jones is 
president. 

The amount involved in the 
transaction is placed at $2,500,000, 
Hiner releasing 80 per cent of his 
etock and announcing his retire- 
ment from the bus field. He re- 
tains control, however, of the Red 
Ball Transit Company, which 
operates motor trucks throughout 
Indiana. 

There will be no changes in the 
official personnel, with the excep- 
tion of the fact that Jones will be- 
come president, succeeding Hiner, 
and the new bus terminal will be 
known hereafter as the Union Mo- 
tor Stage Terminal.

Big Military Bus Terminal 
Asked for U. S. Capital 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.— 
Construction of a motor bus termi- 
nal and armory in the central 
section of the capital will be 
recommended to congress at the 
next session, by the district com- 
missioners. 

The armory would occupy the 
entire second floor of the terminal, 
which would cover an area of at 
least a half-block. 

Such combination of the armory 
and the bus terminal, it was point- 
ed out by military men, would be 
of great strategic importance in 
event of an emergency. Sufficient 
motor vehicles would be imediately 
at hand to move the entire district 
guard, with arms and equipment, 
it was pointed out. 





The decision of the commission- 
ers is based on a report of a survey 
just completed on a tour of several 
big cities by Major W. E. R. Covell, 
assistant to the public utilities 
commission, who decleared there 
was an urgent need of a central 
bus terminal in Washington.

4-Cent Rate, Talks 


Increase 
Imposition of a special tax on 

gasoline and motor oil has pro- 

duced conflicting reactions in va- 


rious states. Inquiries by The Au- 
tomotive Daily News reveal such a 
sharp divergence of opinion that it 
is impossible general 
conclusion as to whether the tax is

popular or unpopular. From some 
states where the tax is highest cor- 
respondents report a ready acqui- 
escence on the part of the public 
in this method of raising revenue, 
while in others where the 
least burdensome it is condemned 
as an unscientific,

public treasury. 
Whether the tax is popular or 


is apparent from the 
investigations conducted by The 
Automotive Daily News that the 
lawmakers in states which thus far 
have escaped the tax are not over- 
looking this fresh source of rev- 
enue. New York state, for in- 
stance, faces the early prospect of 
being taxed on its gasoline con- 
sumption. This significant para- 
graph appears in the 1925 report 
of Tax Commission:— 

“New York has only one method 
of taxing the automobile, and that 
is. through the medium of registra- 
tion fees. The payment of the reg- 
istration fee automatically exempts 
the Vehicle from the operation of 
the general property tax. No gase- 
line tax has”as yet been inaugur- 
ated, although one has frequently 
peen proposed, and this commis- 
sion has viewed it as a proper fea- 
ture to incorporate in our tax sys-

In North Carolina, 
mvhere the tax has been increased 
from 1 to 4 cents a gallon, and 
jwhere there is reported a strong 
sentiment in favor of raising it to

have had similar experience take a 
friendly view of the tax. On the 
other hand, the opposition to the 
tax is most pronounced in states 
where the public lacks confidence 
in the governmental agencies that

Nation Assured of 


Motor Fuel Supply 





New York, Aug. 26.—That the 
nation is assured of a supply of 
motor fuel and lubricants sufficiert 
for its needs beyond the time when 
science will develop more efficient 
uses of oil or discover some other 
form of energy is the conclusion 
reached by Dominick & Dominick 
after a special survey. 

The testimony of automotive en- 
gineers is cited to show that an 
anticipated increase of 50 per cent. 
in motor efficiency will more than 
offset the demands of a rapidly 
growing population. Because of 
this expected increase in motor ef- 
ficiency gasoline consumption will 
not be very much greater in the 
next quarter century, Dominick & 
Dominick’s survey points out. 


Belief in an adequate supply to 
meet future requirements is based, 
therefore, on a belief that increased 
efficiency will double the amount 
of energy obtained from a given 
quantity today, 

On the basis of a report by the 
American Petroleum Institute it is 
stated that after pumping and flow- 
ing cease in the present producing 
areas of approximately 1,936,489.- 
800 acres, there will remain 26,- 
000,000,000 barrels of oil which can 
be recovered by improved and 
known processes when the price 
justifies it. On the same basis, 
139,000,000,000 barrels of oil can 
be extracted from the four trillion 
tons of oil shales, coal and lignite 
in this country.

Fear Results of 
Rubber Ban Act 


Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 26.—The 
British, more than Americans, are 
feeling the drastic mandate as ap- 
plied to rubber shipments from the 
British colonial possessions, accord- 


ing to President E. B. Germain of 
the Dunlop Tire & Rubber Co., 
upon his return from a European 
trip.

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LIGHT TESTS 
BEGIN IN TEXAS 


First Inspections Under 
New State Law 
Are Made 


Wichita Falls, Tex., Aug. 22.— 
The first official local inspection of 
fmotor headlights, specified by the 
Bew Texas headlight law, was 
Made here today with the inspec- 
tion of Mayor R. E. Shepherd’s 
ear by the Wichita Falls Battery 
Company, local Willard battery 
pstation, and one of the first firms 
to be authorized to make inspec- 
tions. 

With the inspection of the 
Mayor’s car it is expected there 
will be a big influx of cars to the 
- authorized stations between now 
and September 1, when the law 
will become effective. According 
to the Wichita county tax collec- 
tor there are more than 17,000 
cars in the county that must pass 
the test. Every driver will be re- 
quired to carry a certificate of in- 
spection before being allowed to 
travel the state highways at night. 

The various phases of the new 
law were explained to garage men 
and the public in general at a 
meeting held recently in the 
Wichita County Court House. The 
law, which is designated as the 
“Eight Point Test,’’ regulates the 
width of the beam, as well as the 
height, and the distribution of light 
rays at given distances. The terms 
of the Texas enactment make it 
necessary that the beams or ray of 
light be so projected that the 
motorist car. plainly detect an 
object 200 feet from the front of 
the automobile and yet be so ad- 
justed as not to endanger other 
motorists by the glare. 

The state authorizes the dealer 
to charge 25 cents for each inspec- 
tion. Part of this charge will be 


turned over to the state to defray | 


the cost of stationery and forms. 

In addition to the local Willard 
station, six other firms have been 
authorized to make the inspections. 
They are: The Langford Motor 
Company the Auto Tire Company, 
Lloyd Weaver Company, Faith 
Garage, Fuller Battery Company 
and W, J. Nolen & Son.

not permit his salesmen to set trade-in figures. He thinks 
a man who is a good seller cannot be also a good buyer. 


‘As he puts it: 





“A salesman, overenthusiastic to® 


seil the new car is, indeed, poorly 
Lrepared to assume the role of a 
buyer. Buymanship must be used 
as well as salesmanship. How in 
the world can you expect a man ‘o 
do two things—buy and sell? Sales- 
manship is founded on optimism. 
A successful bargain is founded on 
pessimism, and a good buyer has 
to tear down the idea of value, But 
yet, many dealers expect the sales- 
man to do a “Dr. Jeykyl and Mr. 
Hyde stunt’’ of being a good sales- 
man and a good buyer all at once, 
which is the same as expecting him 
to go East and West at the same 
time.” 
Making Appraisal 

Responsibility of appraising | 
trade-ins has been delegated to the/ 
used-car manager. He goes over 
the car part by part and makes an 
impartial analysis, setting down its 
condition on an appraisal form.
